ABOUT THE STILES MATTER. 

When was the subject of the Stiles appointment 
first spoken of to you by MeUhesney? A.—I think 
iL WAS in the latter part of March or April, 18383. I 
was possibly in his office, and he stated there was 
going to be achange in the office of Chief of De- 
teclives at the next Bourd meeting.

The Victims of the Belleville Hor- 
ror Buried To-Day. 


Most Imposing Ceremonies at the Church— 
Bishop Baltes Officiates—A Cortege of 
Great Length—Search of the Ruins Ended.

BELLEVILLE, January 10.—Flags are at haif 
mast throughout the city, and the suspension of 
business is general to-day.

When they find thht we 
will not submit to their unreasonable dis- 
crimination against American pork, they 
will promptiy modify it. 


THe New York WorRLD questions our 
statement about the Czar of Russia being a 
richer man than VANDERBILT, and speaks 
of the Czar asa comparatively poor man. 
The private fortune of the Czar was estimat- 
ed ina British Consular report of 1867 to 
produce a revenue of $12,500,000, and he is 
allowed an extra $7,000,000 for his household 
expenses. His private property covers about 
amillion square miles, exclusive of a few 
mines in Siberia, and his palaces, jewels, 
works of art and bric-a-brac make VANDER- 
BILT’s Fifth avenue palace a bauble. There 
is this to be said, however, thatthe New 
York Czar is gaining rapidly on his Russian 
cousin. The RoMANOFFs have been water- 
ing their stock and freezing out their sub- 
jects for several hundred years, while it has 
taken the VANDERBILT dynasty only a quar- 
ter of a century to rise from modest comfort 
to rival the wealthy imperial houses of Eu- 
rope. Itis not pleasant to think of whata 
comparison will show in twenty-five years. 


As the notices of the dismissals of the 
State Bank cases have been accompanied by 
various explanations of the reasons why, it 
may be just as well to mention that the sud- 
den closing up of the National Bank of the 
State of Missouri was one of the most stu- 
pid of all stupid blunders. and a blow to the 
prosperity of St. Louis. The bank had im- 
paired its condition, technical violations of 
law had been committed, but nothing was 
gained, or could be gained, by the knock- 
down and drag out policy. The securities 
the bank held were recovering in value, and 
the fact that the creditors have received the 
full amount of their claims, even though 
some of the bank’s assets have necessarily 
been sacrificed, is a proof that if the bank 
had been allowed to continue no one would 
have lost a cent. At one blow seven millions 
of dollars of available banking resources 
were struck off from the resources of St. 
Louis. Looking back on the record, St. 
Louis should feel more like indicting the 
trouble-mongers who threw the bank into 
bankruptcy than the directors, whose mis- 
takes were neither so gross nor injurious, 

In his letter forwarding Police Commis- 
sioner KINKEAD’s resignation, Mr. WaArR- 
REN F, McCHEsNey pathetically wrote to 
the Governor: “AsIhave been the sewer 
for others to run their filth through. I now 
desire to place myself on record in this case, 
that, should an exposure of his doings occur, 
the responsibilities are not with me.” This 
to the Governor, as if the writer and the Gov- 
ernor both knew that McCuresnry was re- 
sponsible for KINKEAD’s appointment—that 
the Governor had appointed KInKEAD and 
would oust him to please McCurEsney, the 
man who had been “a sewer for others to 
run their filth through.” The frankness 
with which McoCuEsney refers to the Gov-

From a New York World Interview. 

“Why, long before the war I wasin Tammany

Ward District.” 

“And pow youreturn to the Democratic party 
and to Tammany Hall?’”’ 

“Yes, and I will briefly tell you why. The 
principles which have controlled my political life 
are those of the Democratic school in which 1 
was educated.+ I diverged from the Democratic 
party on account of its course in respect to the 
late war. Il continued fora number of years to 
act with its adversary under the force of associa- 
tion and political habit.

The principal charge that is brought against 
him, however, is that he is the choice of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company.

When he was elected Mayor there was an 
agitation of the temperance question here, and 
the saloon-keepers’ vote elected bim and the 
whole Democratic ticket. When the father, H. 
B. Payne, was elected to Congress in 1874, the 
women’s crusade camein as the disturbing ele- 
ment, and lie weut to the front by a handsome 
majority. In 1876 he was again a candidate, but 
was overwhelmingly defeated. The Standard Oil 
Company existed at that time, and bis son was 
connected with it, as he isnow. Mad the father 
had its support, with its 5,000 employes, he would 
eerfainly have been elected. The company took 
no part for him, but, on the other hand, the super- 
intendent stood at the polls and worked against 
him.

The Painful Truth.

Reading over the accounts of the Belleville fire 
horror one does not know which is most to be 
condemned—the stupidity of the Belleville muni- 
cipal authorities, the utter inefficiency of their fire 
department, or the gross carelessness which char- 
acterized the management of the convent. There 
were no means of escape provided in case of fire 
for the pupils in attendance or the instructors. 
The building wasa fire-trap, and there was 
neither ladder nor fire escape. The means of exit 
from the building incase of alarmofany kind 
were absurdly inadequate. The question now 
arises, How many similar institutions without 
any better safeguards are to be found throughout 
the country where there are hundreds of young 
girls under charge of nervous women, incapabie 
of self-control in moments of panic, and where 
the conditions whieh lead to conflagrations are as 
dangerous as they were at the convent in Belle- 
ville? In many of our public institutions the pre- 
cautions against fire are far from being adequate. 
Those whose duty it is to protect life and property, 
by requirigg a thorough aud impartial enforce- 
ment of the law, will probably not move ijn this 
matter uptiiafew more'such horrors as that at 
Belleville have occurred.

of acquittal of Muntgomery, Ulementi and Pettus. 
But although Miss Bond’s innocence of any de- 
sign to bring herself into prominence is a great 
Gval clearer than the alibi eought to be estab- 
lished for her assailants, the case will serve for 
au appropriate text for a dissertation upon the 
ulunerous cases of hysterical femaies whe have 
at ope time and another been the subject of medi- 
cal investigation. Dr. J. K, Bauduy of St, Louis, 
who is one of the ablest of living neuroilagists, 
defines hysteria to be a disease of the nerv- 
ous system entirely compatible with a 
porreety healthy condition of the brain. 
ir. W. A. Hammond of New York, who has writ- 
ten a great Dumber of valuable treaties on the 
subject of nervous disorders, and has had more 
hysterical patients than perbaps any other single 
practitioner in the United States, enumerates a 
very great number of cases of hyste:ical mania, 
every one of which be proceeds to dissect in the 
most cold-bloeded men. On the subject generally 
he says:

MADE CRAZY IN THE NAVY. 


The Sad Fate of Lieut. J. P. Augar—Asylum 
Escapade and Death. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 
New York, January 10,—Lieut. J. P. Augur, 
U.8.N.,who was placed in the Bloomingdale 
Asyium on December 7th while suffering from 


temporary insanity, escaped at about 3 o’ciock 
yesterday. Four hours later his dead body was 


found on the west side of the boulevard, just be- 
low Tenth street. Lieut. Augur was affiftted 
with nervous prostration, the result of trying pro- 
fessional duties while on an Aretic cruise in the 
steamer Alliance searching for the Jeannette, At 
times he was quite rational and conversed coher- 
ently, but at other times he was seized with vio- 
lent spasms, and was often almost uveontrolla- 
bie. He occupied aroomon Hall7in the north- 
east wing, first floor, The window was defended 
by the usual There were eleven 
other patients on Hall No. 7 tn charge 

of an attendant. A man named Dana 


was stationed in the hall at night, and every hou 
the watchman in his rounds yisited the northeast 
wing. About forty-eight hours previous to Jues- 
day nightthe unfortupate officer had had fre- 
quent spasms of excitement, aud, as he was a 
large, powerful man, he could not be restrained 
only with great difficulty. He had not slept for 
two nights. As he became calm Dana thought it 
safe to leave him aloue, but stili watched hii fre- 
quently. A few minutes before 3 o'clock Tuesday 
morniug the attendant wentinto the roouw and 
made Lieut. Augur 
AS COMFORTABLE AS POSSIBLE. 
Dana leit the room, returning a 
while later to find the window 
guard broken, the sash raised and the prisoner 
gove. Dr. C. H, Nichols, the medical superiu- 
tendent, was aroused, and a large force of cg eg 
clang and attendauis begau a search throug the 
uring rain. The police officers in the neighbor- 
ood aided them. There was a dense fog, which 
the feeble gleams of lanterus carried by the party 
po only for a few paces. The grounds, tle 
vievard aud the adjacent streets and avenues 
were searched unavailingly until an officer found 
the body of the missing man, entirely nude and 
stone dead, on the boulevard near One 
Hundred and Seventh street. The body 
was taken to the asylum and the coroner 
notified. When asked wiut was the cause of the 
death, Dr. Nichols said: “it is difficult to tell ex- 
actiy, but lthink the immediate cause was ex- 
haustion from nervous prostration, aided by the 
recent paroxysms, sleeplessness aud exposure lo 
a | cold and rain.” 
he deceased was 31 years ola and unmarried. 
He was the sou of Brig.-Gen. Chrisiopher C. 
Augur, United States Army, now commanding the 
epartment of the Missuuri, with Deadquarters at 
ort Leavenworth As an officer on the ship 
Alliance, Lieut. Augur went, in tue spring of 1882, 
to Spitzbergen in search of the Jeannette, which 
was then frozen ia the ice on the Russian coast, 
and was in every high northern latitude all that 
summer. When the vessel returned iu the fall it 
was assigned to duty in the North Atlantic sta- 
tion, and during the winter wasin the West In- 
dies at gulf ports. The change from the Arctic 
to a tropical climate did not benefit Licut. 
Augur’s heaith. Lastfall he left the Alliaace 
and was assigned to duty at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. The lirst symptoms of mental disease 
manifested themselves then, though they were 
vot recognized in their true character. In the 
navy yard he got inte trouvle by unreasoning 
outbursts of anger Ulat were in fact the

it is said Lhat he w&s eugaged to be married 
to a lady in Washingtou, D. aod that 
during a visit to that cly to prepare 
for the wedding the true state cf affairs was first 
discovered. Lieut. Augur was then detached 
from active service,and went to Fort Leaven- 
worth to live with his parents, but very soon, at 
his request. was transferred to the Boomingdale 
Asylum. There his disease rapidly progressed 
and grew more malignant, He entered the ser- 
vice as midshipman ip September, 1866, graduated 
from the Naval Academy in Javuary, 1870, was 
made ensign in July, 1s71, and masierin June, 
1874.

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


A Lowell Woman With Two Lovers and 
One Husband. 
From a Special to the Cincinnati Times-Star. 
LOWELL, Mass., January 4.—Yesterday 
afternoon at Andover, a small village about 


five miles north of this place, a woman 
named Lizze Jackson, her busband, and a 
man named Thompson met their deaths in a 
peculiarly tragic, though, withal, funny 
manner. It seems that Mr. Jackson, before 
marrying, had gncoerages Thompson to an 
extent that led him to believe he bad gained 
the woman’s affections, but when he pro- 
posed marriage. she deliberately threw bim 
over, and in a few months after married 
Jackson. Thompson was Naturally wild 
over this, but manifested no 1.1 will. 

Wednesday night he walked three miles 
through a heavy rain storm, and asked for- 
admittance at the Jackson House. He was 
not cordially welcomed, but Mr. and Mrs. 
Jackson, though surly, did not refuse him 
shelter. Thompson said he was going to 
Lowell to buy cloth, but as it was storming 
hard he would stay with the Jacksons all 
night. He occupied the spare room, but in 
the dead of the night Jackson awoke and 
found his bed had two inmates besides him- 
self. He arose quietly, struck a match and 
saw enough to inflaine his anger to the great- 
est depth. Seizing a chair, he was about to 
prostrate the intruder forever, when the 
latter, who was no other than Thompson, 
awoke suddenly, realized the situation, and 
sprang upon Jackson. Being stronger he 
quickiy vverpowered him. 

The woman awoke and interceded for her 
husband, and Thompson thereupon content- 
ed himself with binding him to the foot of 
the bed for the night. 

Yesterday morning a council of war was 
held, lasting until atternoon. Finally it was 
| decided that Thompson should give the out- 
raged husband satisfaction in the followin 
unique manner: Along silk handkerchie 
was to be twisted around his neck twice, and 
Jackson was to give three turns to it only. 
If Thompson choked, the feud was to be ac- 
knowledged as settled; if he did not choke, 
he was to have achance at the -husband’s 
neck on the same terms. Thompson did not 
choke on his trial, but he choked Jackson to 
death. 

On seeing this, Mrs. Jackson took a revol- 
yer from a sheifand shot Thompson dead. 
She then turned the weapon upon berself 
and Jodged a bullet in the base of the brain, 
through the mouth, The noise of the shot 
attracted a neighbor, who hastened to the 
scene and found Mrs. Jackson lying in her 
blood and Thompsoninadying condition. 
Mrs. Jackson’s ante mortem statement was 
taken and revealed the facts above related. 

All the parties in the horrible tragedy had 
hitherto lived in apparent peace, and the ea- 
tire neighborhvod is aghast at the sudden 
and terrible ending of what was considered 
an every~iay romance. 


A WOMANS STORY. 


The Alleged Way in Which Her Present 
Hiusband Married Her. 
From the New York Commercial Advertiser. 

Canfield F. Barlow some time ago brought 
an action in the Courtof Common Pieas to 
have his marriage with Emma J. Barlow 
annulled. In his complaint Mr. Barlow de- 
clared that he was warried to the defendant

He told her 
that she ought to sue Mr. Cottrell for 
divorcee, and lie would furnish her with the 
means to assist lier in procuring the divorce, 
She refused to listen tu the charges against 
her husband, but was finally persuaded that 
they were true, and upon the advice of Mr.

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


A Democratic Oongressman Defends 
and Explains the Ohio Platform. 
To the Editor of the Sun: 
Sir—I feel myself compelled to contro- 
vert the statement that as regards the tariff 
the platform of the Ohio Democrats in 1883 


is vague “and may bear a double con- 
struction,” 

tbe Ohio platform, in the first place, lim- 
its the tariff to the “‘necessities of the Gov- 
erpinent econemicaily administered.’”’ There 
is certainly no vagueness there. Next, it 
explicitly lays down the principle that, in 
the application of the tariff, it shall be so ad- 
justed as to “encourage productive indus- 
tries at home, but not to create or foster mo- 
nopolies.’” Is there any ground for a double 
interpretation here? The difference between 
encouraging home industries and fostering 
monopolies is very distinct, ‘To iliustrate: 
Suppose the actual difference in the cost of 
producing steel rails in this country and in 
England. as jabor and other things now 
stand adjusted, to be $10 a ton. Then a 
tariff of $10 a ton, by putting our own steel 
industries on a viane of equality in com- 
peting in our market with the foreign prod- 
uct, would encourage the production of 
steel rails at home. Twelve dollars a ton 
would be more encouragement, and it can be 
shown that when the tariff is but slightly 
above the difference in eost of production, 
the importer, in order to get into our market, 
will cut down his own profits, and tothat 
extent be, and not the consumer, pays the 


uy. 

ow. if the tariff is not carried above, or 
much above, the line that marks the differ- 
ence in cost of production, there can be no 
monopoly. This, lL think, is evident enough 
to anybody. But if the actual difference in 
cost of production is but $10, and the tarilf 
were made $30 a ton, then it would enacile 
the Amalgated Steel Association to combine 
and put the price of steel rails to a point just 
under the importing price. That would be 
creating and fostering a monopoly; or, in 
other words, lending the aid of legislation to 
enable one class to levy charges upon an- 
other. It can be shown, too, that up to the 
point 1 have indicated, labor would derive 
the larger share of the benefit arising from 
such a tariff. But, above that point, capital 
alone would be benrfited. 

Hence, in the Ohio platform the difference 
in the cost of producing commodities, as 
things at any given time stand adjusted, is 
wade the datum line from which to work in 
tite adjustment or the tariff, and the guiding 
principle laid down is enc. uragement ol! 
“productive industries at home, but not to 
create or fester monopolies.’® This principle 
differs fundamentally from that of ‘‘a tariff 
for revenue only,” as it does from the ‘*max- 
imum revenue principle,” in the Walker 
tariff system. 

The different principles, as variously ad- 
vocated, stated together age: 

1. “A tariif for revenue only;” that is a 
tariff levied with a View to revenue only, and 
witheut regard to consequenves, only that 
the required revenue be produced. Such a 
tariff may, I think, be fitly designated as a 
tariff without intelligence, inasmuch as it 
calls for no intelligence, and adinits of none 
in the application of a tariff, except what is 
necessary to bring ip the required amount of 
revenue. 

2. The maximum revenue principle. The 
tariff to be levied on nothing above the point 
that will bring the greatest revenve. This 
is known as the Waiker principle. 

3. A tariff so adjusted in its application as 
to encourage productive industries at home, 
but not to create monopolies. 

4. A tariff for protection, without regard 
to revenue. 

The first and fourth principles are, one the 
extreme view of some Democrats and the 
other the extrewe Republican view. 

‘The difference between the second 


and the two have sometimes been 
founded, but the difference is nevertheless 
very distiuet. 

The maximum revenue that can be derived 
from any imported article is tlie 
product cbtainable by multipiying the quan- 
titvimported by the tariff rate. But this 
rule will always, and necessarily, require a 
tariff below the protective or encouragement 
point. Thus if $10 a ton is the difference in 
the actual cost of producing steel rails here 
aud abroad, then nothing under $10 a ton 
tariff will be protection enough to put our 
own steel industries on a footing of equality 
in competing for the home market. But this 
is not the point of maximum revenue. With 
a tariff of $10, on the supposition that this 
covers fully the difference in cost, half or 
more of the home consumption wouid be 
suppliedfrom the home product. If the 
whole annual consumption is 2,000,000 tons, 
and say only one-fourth of this comes in as 
a foreign product and pays the duty of $10, 
then the revenue derived would be $5,000,- 
ooo. But if the tariff were lowered to $7 50, 
aud under thie tariff a million tons came in, 
the revenue would be $7,500,000; and if a 
tariff of $5 a ton would give to the foreign 
manufacturer the entire market here and 
2,000,000 tons should then come in, the rev- 
enue would be $10,000,000. ‘hus itis plain 
that the point of maximum revenue is 
always,and necessarily, below the protective 
point. 

The Ohio platform squarely adopts the 
princivie of encouragement to home indus- 
tries, but so guarded as not to build up mo- 
nopolies as the true principle, and makes 
the difference in the cost of production, as 
thing: may stand adjusted at any given 
time, the datum line to work from in the ad- 
justment of the tariff. Nor is this platform 
fairly open to any other interpretation. It 
gays all the time, keep the tariff at least up 
to the line that marks the difference in cost 
of production, whether that dillerence arises 
from better paid jaboror other legitimate 
cause, Unless in specific cases there 1s good 
reason for gulng below tiat line. ‘There is 
no monopoly in that, and it is thoroughly 
gound in principle. Tt is a tariff with intelli- 
gent protection, not merely incidental. A 
tariff with inciaental protection in the sense 
of “as it may happen” is but little better 
than a tariff for revenue only. What ts 
wanted is a tariff for revenue sufficient only 
for the economical administration of the 
Government, but adjusted on the principle 
of intelligent or reasunabie protection and 
encouragement to productive industries at 
home. Jariff reform on this — principle, 
whenever it is possible, will be welcoined by 
the country, and that is the princt le of the 
Ohio platform.

Remarkable Episode in the Life of a 


Young American, 
From a Paris Letter. 


Artists are supposed to be naturally ro- 
mantic. Perhaps they are; but it has yet 
to be‘demonstrated that they asa class fall 
in love more readily than other men. And 
yet one is continually hearing of affairs 
d’armour among the knights of the brush at 
Paris, They rarely become enamored of their 
models—that is, rarely seriously enamored.

It will be fresh 
news toa good many people. Dr. Samuel 
A. Mudd was the most prominent of the 
four. He was the one who set Booth's jeg 
and furnished what was believed to be false 
information to throw Booth’s pursuers off 
tha trail, Samuel B. Arnold, a wagonmaker, 
provided certain vehicles that were to be 
used in carrying out the plot. Edward 
Spangler, a stage carpenter, bored a hole 
in the box occupied by President Lincoln, 
through which Booth could observe the 
President’s position. Michael O’Laughlia 
was the youngest of the four, being a mere 
boy. His exact connection with the con 
spiracy does not appear, but from certain 
very conspicuous circumstances he was con- 
victed of complicity. They were all sen- 
tenced June 30, 1865, to imprisonment at Dry 
Portugas, Mudd avd Arnoid for Jife and 
Spangier and O’ Laughlin for six 
years, O’Laughlin was made ill b 
the fright and excitement of his arres 
and trial and never rallied. He died at Fort 
Jetferson, Fiorida, in September, 1867, twe 
years and three mouths after being convict. 
ed. On February 13, 1869, the President is- 
sued an order that his remains be delivered 
to his mother, and they were brought Norih 
aud interred. Just before his retirement 
President Johnson pardoned the rest, Dr. 
Mudd on the 8th of January, 1869, and Ar- 
neld and Spangler on the 1st of March, 1860. 
President Johnsen in his proclamation of par- 
don sets forth the reasons why it was grant- 
ed, While at Dry ‘Tortugas that part of 
Forida was visited by the scourge of yellow 
fever. Dr. Mudd was a successful physi< 
cian. He had had lung experience in treat- 
ing the disease, and had been very success- 
fui all through the plague; he was most une. 
tiring and efficient in his efforts to relieve the 
victims of the disease. The post medical 
ollicer Was stricken and died. Dr, Mudd im. 
mediately took charge of the hos’ 
pital and served most faithfuily until 
the plague had _ abated, Arnold and 
Spangier made themselves useful as 
nurses. They worked night and day, and 
strangely: enough*none of the three took the 
fever. Their cunduct during the epidemic 
was considered as a good and sutticient 
reason for their pardon. Dr. Mudd returned 
to his home near Surrattsvilie, Ald., where 
he resumed bis practice and died abouta 
yearandahalfago. Arnold and Spangier 
disappeared, and have never been heard 
irom since. |

A Daughter of a Governor Rescued 
from the Work House.

She 
then wrote her parents, asking forgiveness 
and permission to return home, but they 
coldly turned her away. Alone, disheart- 
ened and penniless, she fell, and, as a last - 
resort, entered a house of ill fame in a West- 
ern city.

The Great Outlay Required in Pro. 
ducing a Melodrama. 


Figures Paid for the Princips! Successes 
in this Line—Big Profits for English 
Playwrights- A Popular Theatrical 
Investment. 


“Melodrama,” said a visiting theatrical man- 
ager to a Post-D1sPATCa reporter, “seems to be 
about the only kind of attraction that Is doing a 
steadily profitable business, All other amuse 
ment enterprises are suffering losses, if I except 
a few stars who are fast favorites and who can 
draw the public at any season.” 

“How do you account for this?” the reporter

Jiim Collier, by the way, 
is an Od St. Lovisan, I was talking with him 
the otherday when be told me wihat.a tough 
time he had bere twenty-six vears ago. Bateman, 
who was then managing the Pine Street Theater, 
brought him and a lui of young fellows from New ¢ 
York to work fora salary of $15 a week. Collier 
had a wife in New York, hao to provide his own 
wardrobe, and between looking out for clothes 
and the dear woman at bome, got such little con- 
solation fur himself out of the $15 a week tnat he 
considered bimself happy wheu he was sure ol 
ohe square meala day, and more than ouce had 
cause to biess Providence for the  prox- 
imity of a luneh-counter saloun to the theater. 
Barrett wasa juvenile in that company. O. W.

*“*lo the Kanks,’ which Brooks & Dickson 
produced at ths beginning of last November, at 
their Standard Theater, since bUurved, Was an- 
other gorgeous cffort in the scenic line, with 
moving views after the manner of ‘The Sbaugb- 
raun,’ and cost fully $20,000 to produce. It was 
a wonderful piece of stage Mechanism, the scenes 
revolving so that in each of the last two acts 
three distinct pictures followed each other on the 
stage without the lifting of a ‘drop’ or the touch- 
ing of a wing, the scenes being rolled on and off 
as complete fo every detailas if carefully set be- 
hind the curtain. ‘In the Ranks,’ though like 
‘Storm-Beateu,’ was nota New York success, It 
was taken off after four weeks and sent on the 
road. 

“This is a curious fact in regard to melodrama. 
It has never made money in New York. I saw 
‘In the Ranks’ a dozen times, and, taking out the 
‘paper,’ there was not a half-louse atanytime. I 
saw ‘Storm-Beaten’ the secood night, and the 
house was only balf-filled. even 10 this unfortuo- 
ate condition of things, the chairs being occupied 
mostly by professionals, who were of course dead 
beads. ‘Storm-Beaten’ 1s a gorgeous piece of 
scenic elaboration in nine tableaus, the most ef- 
fective being the crushing of a ship ip a sea of ice. 
Three acts are good, the rest very bad. I aw 
atraid Collier will never get bis money out of it, 
for it is an expensive Peco to put on the road, 

“»*The Strangiers of Paris,’ which has some ex- 
traordivary sceuic pictures aud is an adaptation 
ol Belot’s novel, Was pri duced at the same time 
with ‘In the Rinks.’ It was brought out at the 
new Park Theater, and the scevery alone cost 
$7,000, 1 don’t know what Charles Frohman paid 
Dave Belasco for the play, but being a home-made 
article, it did not, of course, cost as much as ap 
Engiish work. Altogether, I should say, ‘The 
Sirangier-’ cost Mr. Frohman iu the neighbor- 
hood of $14.000 to produce. It rau lour Weeks, and 
is now ju the big cities. 

“Sam Colville paid $7,000 for the play of ‘Taken 
from Life’ alone, aud it cost him as much more to 
put it on the stage. He has now 
‘The Pavements of Pauris.’ the production 
of which will cost in the neighborhood of $17.900, 
Brooks & Dickson have a new play by Pellett and 
Sims. ‘Lords and Commons,’ they pay §$10.000 for 
the manuscript, and tt wili cost $10,000 more to get 
iton the stage. “The Romany Rye’ was as costly 
as any of them, ifs production necessitating an im- 
mense outivy of money. ‘Taken from Life,’ I 
should have told you, bas been shelved; nobody 
seems to wantit. ‘Tue Worla’ bas been set down 
at $20.000, put I don’t believe it cost so mnch. 
‘The Silver King’ cost about $12,000; thatis my 
belief, but I am not certain.”’ 

“You see from these figures,” tne manager con- 
tinued “that melodrama is a pretty 
costly kind of amusement. Add to this the fact 
that ranning expenses are unusually large; that 
ne go penne is an enormous feature in the bill, 
and thata good company wiil command a salary 
lis. Of from $1,200 to $1,700, and you can form 
some idea of the money they must take in to make 
the business profitable. Still there is profit in it, 
and you will find large companies traveling with 
all kinds of hair-raising realistic playsof this 
class, while little $300-a-week companies, with 
fair society plays or seml-romantic dram 1s are 
afraid to gofar away from home, lest they may 
not be able to walk the dist ince back.”

UNGRATEFUL GAMINs, 


Four of Them Kick inthe Door of the News- 
boys’ Home. 

The ladies who are in charge of the Newsboys’ 
Home are beginning to experience some of the 
annoyances incident to such a management. 
An item in the Globe-Democrat this morning was 
to the effect that a mass-meeting of gamins was 
beld on the steps of the Court House last night to 
protest against the manner In which they ‘were 
treated by Mike Churchill, the Janitor of the 
home; and that a delegation waited on the Globe- 
Democrat to inform the city editor that the sala 
Mike so far transcended his duties as to turn boys 
outof their beds at 2in the morning to make 


room for grown men. A Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter luvestigated the matter to-day, and found 
the facts in the case to be as follows; Four boys, 
the youngest 13, the eldest 16, named Ed. Moris- 
sey, Alf Burke, Thomas Brown and Thomas 
‘lood, who are not newsboys or bovt-blacks, 
raised a disturbance at the Home because they 
were pot permitted to go to the theater every 
night; that is to say, remain out till midnight. 
The rules of the Hume require the boys to be in 
at 9, or shortly thereafter, and to stay out later 
only when they obtain permission. Churcbill, 
who takes care of the Home, has hada long ex- 
perience with newsboys, and is perfectly com- 
petent to manage them: so when these boys ar- 
rived at the Home ata late hour he would not let 
tnemin. Last night oe heid a mass-meeting by 
themselves and prutesied. Then they went tq the 
Home and kicked in the panel of the front door. 
Churchill and an assistant ran after them, and 
fiuding a policeman at the corner of Eighth and 
Morgan streets, had them arrested. They were 
up in Judge Dennison’s court this morning, but 
their Cases were coutinuead,. The boys are weil 
known to the police, aud are very difficult to get 
alung with. bere are a greai many vicious boys 
among the newsboy class, wiio work as iiitle as 
es can and steal and Drowbeat a living out of 
their companions. Mrs. Wagner, one of the man- 
agers, said this morning that if the boys have 
auyiiing to complain of they can get justice from 
any of tue women in charge. That these boys 
did not come to the ladies, she says, is a proof 
that they were dent on mischief alove. Churchill 
denies having ever turned a boy out to make 
room for a grown person, The disturbers will 
probably be puuished,
